Note. The wording of paragraph 10 makes it necessary to include all receivers who in 1886 
were m charge of estates depending in the Court, viz., 689. All these receivers did not however 
bring m accounts in 1887. The sum of 216,556 /. 1 9 j. 8 d. received in 1887 was, in fact, collected 
by 482 of the 689 receivers above named, about 200.receivers not having accounted in 1887. 

It is probable that the receivers appointed in the latter part of 1886 had not time to brin^ in their 
accounts before the close of 1887, and also that some of the receivers returned above as in existence 
m 1886 were practically discharged by sales or other causes, although their discharge had not been 
entered on the books of the Court.
